Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a method of 
suppressing fire in a space comprising: generating a fire suppressing gas mixture form 
at least one non-azide solid propellant chemical with nitrogen as a first gas, delivering at 
least the first gas into the space, filtering out a portion of a second gas form the gas 
mixture thereby resulting in a clean agent fire suppressing gas mixture delivery into the 
space.
